Precancel Collectors Has 


Many Benefits 


For Members 


Trying to kcep from too much repetition we state here briefly the 
facts about the Precancel Stamp Society. It was organized about thirty 


years ago. 


The club was an amalgamation of the International Pre- 


cancel Club and the Precancel Club of America. It has moved steadily 
along through the years till today it numbers about a thousand members 
and has affiliations which will probably total another thousand members. 

The Club has had several official bulletins over the years—from 


weekly papers, to monthly bulletins of its own. 


It now publishes the 


Precancel FORUM which is monthly, and might be termed a ‘slick 


paper’ magazine. . 

The FORUM runs from twenty 
pages a month on up and contains 
each month state notes of the var- 
ious states, bureau print listings, 
tabulations of the members’ collec- 
tions and other spot news of the 
day. 

The Precancel Stamp Society is 
the only club of the several that 
are organized that operates both 
a Sales Department and an Ex- 
change Department. The Sales De- 
partment is operated in a manner 
very similar to those operated by 
the APS and SPA. Needless to say 
the volume of sales of this depart- 
ment is the largest of any in the 
precancel field. 

The Exchange Department is op- 
erated in a manner similar to the 
Sales Department but of course 
little money changes hands. Most 
precancel collectors are exchangers 
at heart and it is this passion that 
the club caters to. An exchange 
department requires a man who 
can spend a lot of time for a small 
recompense and just such a man 
operates this department. In fact 
there are many men in the society 
who give of their time freély to 
better the society. 

One fact about precancel collec- 
tors that is hard to explain but 
on the other hand really shows 
the traits of the human mind is 
simply this. Very few precancel 
collectors started» collecting pre- 
cancels as the first of their collect- 
ing activities. Perhaps an analyst 
could arrive at some conclusions 
after reviewing this fact. 

Almost all precancel collectors 
started in foreign or United States 
stamps and for one reason or an- 
other turned their attention to pre- 
cancels. True many of them still 
collect their foreign or keep their 
United States collections but pre- 
cancels are the thing they talk, 
breathe and eat.

FAO Stamp First 
UN 1954 Commem 


The UN Postal Administration 
announced that the first commem- 
orative stamp to be issued in 1954 
will honor the activities of the 
Food and Agriculture Organization, 
one of the specialized agencies of 
the United Nations. 

The chief aims of FAO are: (1) 
to help nations raise the standard 
of living; (2) to improve nutrition 
of th: peoples of all countries; (3) 
to increase the efficiency of farm- 
ing, forestry and fisheries; and (4) 
= better the condition of rural peo- 
ple. 








This stamp will be the first one 
issued by the UNPA to be printed 
by a double engraving process, and 
will be a two-color stamp. The 
printing is to be done by Thomas 
de la Rue of London, England, and 
the colors will be as follows: 3c, 
gold on green background; and 8c, 
gold on blue background. 

The design shows a head of 
wheat, as a symbol of the special- 
ized agency being honored The us- 
ual five-language border frames 
the stamp, upon which appears the 
lettering ‘‘FAO”’ in the top left- 
hand corner; the denomination ap- 
pears in the bottom right-hand cor- 
ner. 

This stamp was designed by Dirk 
Van Gelder of the Netherlands, and 
was awarded first prize in the spe- 
cialized agencies group in the In- 
ternational Competition held by the 
UN Postal Administration in No- 
vember 1952.

cern the true precancel collector. 

Second, he must know some- 
thing about the stamps of the coun- 
try whose postal emissions he de- 
sires to collect in precancelled 
form. As most collectors collect 
U. S. precancels and turn to pre- 
canels after they have reached 
a point where obtaining new stamps 
for their collections involves more 
of a financial expenditure than 
they care to make, this is/ not 
too great a barrier to collecting 
precancels. One should be able to 
tell the difference between various 
issues, paying particular attention 
to perforations but disregarding 
watermarks as precancel collectors 
pay no attention to the latter. 

Third he must be able to recog- 
nize a precancel when he sees 
one. This is not so elementary a 
matter as it may seem. A pre- 
cancel is a stamp that has been 
cancelled before being affixed to a 
piece of mail by a cancelling de- 
vice that is intended to be used 
ohly as a precancelling device. 
There are many cancellers such 
as box killers which have been used 
and which resemble precancels. 
They have no place in a precan- 
cel collection. One needs to know a 
precancel and be able to distin- 
guish between precancels and the 
many similar cancellations one 
runs across in his collecting. 

Equipped with this knowledge 
one is ready to start. The problem 
that next ariseg is what should one 
collect. Here is where the indi- 
vidual must give expression to his 
individuality and desires. No one 
can tell the beginning collector 
what he should make his collection 
be. He must find out what interests 
him and then make his collection 
along those lines. 

The precancel collector has many 
lines of activity which he may fol- 
low. He may be a general col- 
lector ane try to secure one speci- 
men of each precancel ever is- 
sued, which represents a gigantic 
task. He may choose one specific 
issue such as the current Presi- 
dentixl series and confine himself 
to it alone. 

Perhaps his home state or even 
his home community may appeal 
to him and he may decide to garn- 
er precancels which originate from 
this source. Again, he may select 
towns and or types — a very popu- 
lar form of collecting today in

I finished up 
a day or so before we moved and when all 
was done I had twenty-five good sized car- 
tons of stamps, stamp supplies, albums, 
binders, pages, books and other things that 
fill the average stamp collectors room if he 
has aroom. Up in Sidney I had a nice room 
with built in shelves, a steel filing cabinet 
and a large wooden cabinet. Down here I 
was minus the shelving but found two nice 
pieces which I have already loaded up with 
material and am now at a point where I 
can start resorting everything I have and 
try to get it in shape. It sure is a job to 
move a stamp room and I can sympathize 
with any stamp dealer who might get in a 
spot where he has to move his whole stamp business. Gee what a 
job that would be. 


Naturally my first task here is to get things in shape but even with 
that before me I went to Orlando yesterday to take over some stamps 
to be shown in the Central Florida Stamp Club show. at Orlando 
this week end. On Thursday, Mrs. Linn and I will go to Orlando and 
loaf for three days at this big show where we want to meet as many 
of the Florida collectors as possible. Already I have several letters 
from Florida collectors who welcome us to Florida and have extended 
cordial invitations to visit with them. We intend to do a lot of running 
around the state after we get located and hope to meet lots of the 
Florida collectors. 

All I ask at present is patience on the part of those who have 
written me and are due to receive a reply. Just as soon as I get this 
mess cleaned up I will be ready for normal activity. 


Still Opportuniy For Finds 


The report in our issue of the 18th November of the find of the 
one dollar Presidential stamp on Revenue watermarked paper should 
convince any real philatelist that there is still a chance to make a real 
find. Just imagine if you can how many copies of this dollar stamp in 
used condition are held by collectors and dealers all over the country. 
This new find should mean that everyone of these copies will be dug 
out and put into the watermark tray in search for further copies of 
this rarity for it will be well worth hunting for. 

This is the first error of this nature since the 6c and 8c stamps 
of the 1894-5 issue were found on revenue paper. It seems incredible 
that this variety should appear, yet we know it has been found and 
that means that there must be more of them. Perhaps only one such 
sheet of ®aper was ever used in error and if so it is possible that all 
known copies may be unused stamps, so check your unused also, 
The block illustrated is an unused one. It would be interesting informa- 
tion if the finder could state whether only this single block was found or 
whether a sheet were found. If only this single block, then perhaps 
the rest of the stamps from the sheet from which this came may have 
been sold and used for postage. 

It will be like searching for a needle in a haystack, but will be 
done by many who have a number of used copies of the stamp. If 
others are found we hope to hear of them. 


National Stamp Week 


As a result of our urging local stamp clubs to plan displays in 
their home town for National Stamp Week, we have had some nice 
letters from some of the boys who have followed out the idea and 
really did put on a nice display. Trouble is that this thing has not 
been properly exploited. Next year we hope that there will be a move- 
ment at least three or four months before the ASDA show to get co- 
operation all over the country. The idea is a good one and should 
be developed, but it needs some help from the sponsors of the show 
and the idea. Some suggestions as to how to do it would be helpful 
and should result in a very great number of real displays all over the 
country. Later on when I get settled a bit better I want to quote from 
a letter from John G. O’Connell, President of the Franklin Stamp Club 
of Turner Falls, Mass. and tell you what this club did for National 
Stamp Week. They had some fine ideas which could be carried out 
a Rael other small town and thus help make the week a nation wide 
affair.

Collect Double 
Line Electros 


\ For a collecting field in precan- 
cels that is not too large, and yet 
not too small, Double Line Elec- 
tros are the thing to collect. When 
precancel usage was at its peak in 
the late twenties the government 
replaced old plates, and issued to 
new using cities these double line 
plates. Their need was to supple- 
ment Bureau Prints supplied and 
made by the government. 

These plates were used, in the 
larger cities, on values that Bur- 
eau quantities were not feasible 
and in the smaller cities met their 
entire precancel needs. When these 
types first appeared many col- 
lectors predicted only a short us- 
age of them because of their fra- 
gile appearance. However about 130 
cities were eventually issued Dou- 
ble Line Plates and many of them 
are in use today. 

Since the first usage was at the 
time of the compound issues of the 
twenties the bulk of listed varieties 
are of those. There were many flat 
plate stamps still in office stocks 
so a good variety of these are 
listed as are quite a showing of the 
Presidential series. 





above you wil! find Double lines on 
the 1917 issue Dues and both perfs 
of the following Postage Due is- 
sues. Also on some commemora- 
tives, especially the Bi-Centennials 
issue and some special delivery 
items, the Defense issue and War 
issue. On the Special Deliveries in 
some instances special plates were 
made to fit these stamps. A good 
start in these stamps can be ob- 
tained from the compound issues 
where a lot of stamps can still be 
had for pennies. There are of 
course rarities which require both 
searching and money to obtain. 

For those who like to specialize 
there are spacing varieties between 
the upper and lower set of double 
lines, missing periods and shifts. 
Also some items were issued in 
Blue ink. 

Since these stamps were all made 
(precancelied) on hand fed print- 
ing presses they are subject to the 
difficulties met by operators in 
feeding gummed sheets. So there 
are doubles, inverts and diagonal 
prints. Their clean and neat ap- 
pearance though makes beautiful 
album pages when properly mount- 
ed and has attracted a lot of col- 
lectors. ~ 

There have been four editions 
of a catalog printed through the 
years. The last in 1949. Since there 
still are varieties appearing and 
quite a lot of unlisted material has 
been recorded in the precancel 
press in the past year or two it is 
quite probable that a fifth edition 
of the Double Line Catalog will be 
published. However the edition now 
available is quite adequate for fol- 
lowing in building a collection. We 
think that stocks of this catalog are 
still available. Contact Gunesch 
Precancel House or Hoover Bros.

A first day cover for the 
minstry of Post of Hungary shows 
a special cancellation used for the 
first day. 











There are three main types which 
are illustrated and four cities were 
issued plates that do not match 
these types. These cities are Le- 
mont, Hl.; Washington, D. C.; New 
Britain, Conn. and New York City. 
There are of course several cities 
that have double line types but 
these were not supplied by the gov- 
ernment and are not included in 
the double line’ catalog.

Flowers From San 
Marino In December 


San Marino in December will re- 
lease a set of nine with flowers in 
their designs according to Pierson 
Ostrow of Elizabeth, N. J. Other 
than denominations no other de- 
tails are available at the moment. 
These are 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 10, 25, 80 
and 100 Lire. 

From the currently international 
sore spot, the B-Zone of Trieste, 
comes a set of two postal tax 
stamps the funds from which will 
add funds to the Red Cross. Print- 
ed in photogravure, the design pic- 
tures a nurse giving an intrave- 
nous injection to a child. 

Both have a denomination of 2 
dinars. The basic stamps are Ju- 
goslavian, conversion to the Trieste 
usage being accomplished with an 
overprint of “STT-VUJNA”’ in blue 
on each. 

Mr. Ostrow reports a heretofore 
unrecorded Trieste B-Zone error on 
a commemorative issued Septem- 
ber 5. The stamp was issued to 
commemorate the liberation of Is- 
tria and has been found without 
the overprint. So far but one sheet

Ryukyu TB Seals 
In Panes Of Twenty 


Under the guidance of the Amer- 
ican National TB Association, Ryu- 
kyuan and American TB workers 
organized the Ryukyus TB Preven- 
tion Association in the Islands in 
1953. To mark this great event, the 
Ryukyus Association will issue its 
own seals this year. 

In 1952, American TB seals were 
overprinted RYU KYU and sold on 
the Islands. These have become 
collector’s items. 

The central motif of the seal is 
an Okinawan dancing girl with a 
large headdress, holding castanets, 
in red and ochre on a sage green 
background. In the four corners 
are the .Cross of Lorraine, 1953, 
greetings, and RYU KYU. 

The seal was designed by Seiji 
Adaniya, who had also made de- 
signs for the regular Ryukyu post- 
age stamps. The seals are unwater- 
marked and unframed. They come 
in small sheets of 20, five vertical 
by four horizontal and have hard 
white gum. They were printed by 
the Printing Bureau of the Japan 
Finance Ministry in several sep- 
arate printings amounting to about 
a million seals.

CLASSIC precancels are gener- 
ally regarded as those precancels 


However there are those who feel 
that Classics are only those pre- 
cancels that were issued in or be- 
fore 1912. This included the Parcel 
Post issue 





BAR precancels are really the 
forerunner of our modern precan- 
cels. They consisted of BARS, 
LINES, SQUARES, smudges etc. 
no state or town name at all. Iden- 
tification could generally only be 
made by having the precancel on 
cover. This is still virgin territory 
and offers a serious collector a 
wide open field. 

ERRORS. This is an interesting 
grouv of precancels. Too small to 
advise as a specialty but along 
with some other group can give 
the collector a lot of fun. In OHIO 
there are several errors caused 
by turning OHIO end for end mak- 
ing it read OIHO. There are doz- 
ens of others in other states. 





Alaska, the Canal Zone, Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Is- 
lands all have precancel using 
towns. For a tight little collec- 
tion this is an ideal group. Outside 
of a few items from Honolulu each

There is no set.of printed rules 
or instructions that can be devised 
to tell a collector how he can tell 
a BUREAU PRINT from a local 
precancz]l. The best way is to buy 
a BUREAU PRINT catalog. Any 
issue, v lue or type that does NOT 
match those listed in the catalog 
can then safely be assumed NOT 
TO BE a BUREAU PRINT. 


There is no such a thing as a 
MINT precancel. If you have pre- 
cancels that have gum on them 
you will do well to remove the 
gum, because it positively does not 
add a thing to their value. In fact 
a lot of collectors insist that the 
gum be removed from precancels 
before they will accept them. 


An inverted precancel does not 
always mean that it is more valu- 
able because it is inverted. In 
precancels made by HAND- 
STAMPS, an invert or any other 
position including DOUBLES, has 
no extra value. In the case of 
printed precancels it is the endea- 
vor of those who print the precan- 
cels generally to print them normal, 
but a whole stack of sheets could 
easily be printed inverted, but gen- 
erally an invert is unintentional so 
also generally speaking a printed 
inverted precancel is worth more. 
However this is not to an extent 
that one can say any invert is 
worth so much of a _ percentage 
more than a normal. Each city, 
and each issue in which inverts 
appear will be scarce in different 
degrees, up to the point that an 
i maybe as common as a nor- 
m 


There were a few electro plates 
made of only fifty subjects, Thus 
it can be seen that the printer 
must tear apart the sheets or print 
half a sheet turn it over and print 
the other half. So in this case the 
inverts and normals are equal. 
Burlington Vermont had a plate 
like that at one time. 


Only black ink is supposed to be 
used in cancelling precancels. 
Once in a while for various rea- 
sons some printed precancels have 
appeared in other colors. New Ha- 
ven is found in blue ink, Bangor 
Maine in red. Many other cities had 
a color now and then on an isolated 
value. These are very pretty, in- 
teresting, and in most cases valu- 
able.

He went to Rome for fur- 
ther study and created such famed 
statues as Beethoven and Orpheus 
for Boston — Dancing Girl, Dy- 
ing Indian Maiden, and Flora, in 
the Metropolitan Museum in New 
York. Also, an ever grateful France 
commissioned him to do a suitable 
statue to top the great iron dome 
on our Capitol in Washington. 


in position, it was named the 
‘“‘armed LIBERTY”, as per the ar- 
mor and weapons in the design. 
And there she has stood as a sym- 
bol of that, for lo, these many 
years. 

When a fitting design was sought 
for the red-white-blue $5 stamps of 
1923 (above), the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing chose to do 
the head and bust of the statue, 
but re-christened her ‘“AMERICA” 
— if you look closely, you can read 
the word immediately under her 
likeness. Incidentally, those of us 
who are older, think she looks 
very much like Mrs. Woodrow Wil- 
son, but both the Bureau and Mrs.

At Auction 


Kenneth M. Gierhart 


In writing on such a subject I would be presumptuous to attempt a 
discussion of Precancel auctions generally for auctioneers, because 
other than my own, they are none of my business. 
clarify my position, I want to say that other fellows in the game are 


So, in order to 


what follows are my own observa- 


tions and should not be construed as an attempt to make one auction 


It would make dry reading merely to write about how an auction 
is handled for I imagine the mechanics are the same in all, namely 
that each Bid Sheet is given a number and bids are recorded by the 





number without regard to name. 

The feature which I consider in- 
teresting in the auctioning of Pre- 
cancels in the 28 years I have been 
doing it, is the lessons I have 
learned. I figure that one gets a 
lesson cvery time some thing hap- 
pens which prompts a bidder to 
criticize and I think I learned most 
of my lessons in our first ten 
sales which began January 1925. 

One of the most important les- 
sons was the necessity of giving 
accurate descriptions. It is to be 
assumed that Catalog numbers and 
values should be correct but that 
which I found to be just as impor- 
tant was the condition of the 
stamps. In our first several sales 
not > great deal of attention was 
given to the centering of the 
stamps in the auction catalog (list 
of lots) with the result that bid 
ders complained or returned lots 
they secured because ‘‘condition’ 
was not described. 

We immediately took steps to 
correct this and I believe we were 
the first to use the letters ‘‘dt’” 
and ‘‘de’’ to describe stamps 
which were Touching at the perfs 
or were Cut by the perfs. Since 
1926 we have used those symbols 
and in recent years have further 
reduced them to “‘T’’ and “C’’. 

Another feature which seems to 
me to be important in selling in 
auction—when the prospective buy- 
er can not see the stamps — is to 
be conservative in descriptions. In 
other words, it seems as if any at- 
tempt to make a stamp seem bet- 
ter than it really is, tends to cre- 
ate a lack of confidence on the 
part of the bidder. And that kind 
of reaction is more damaging than 
if he bawls you out. If he doesn’t 
tell you the chances are he will 
stay away from you and it could 
be °e will not lose an opportunity 
to keep others away. I learned 
very early in my career as an auc- 
tioneer that good will is most im- 
portant. It is much better to have 
a successful bidder find that he 
is getting something better or 
more than he expected. 

We started off with the words 
“Fine”, “Superb’’, etc. as descrip- 
tions but it didn’t take long to 
learn the inadequacy of such terms 
because one person’s understand- 
ing could very easily differ from 
another’s. So, we settled that by 
adopting a set of letters which 
would definitely establish the cen- 
tering of stamps. 

“B” described a stamp which 
was clear of the perfs on the four 
sides, a stamp the average col- 
lector thought was good enough to 
put in his collection. “‘A’”’ was 
used to describe a precancel whose 
stamp design was perfect or near 
perfect in centering. “‘T’’ meant 
the stamp design Touched the 
perfs and “‘C’’, the design was Cut 
by the perfs. These symbols have 
stood the test of time and 
think most precancel auctioneers 
use them. 

RESERVES. I think this is a 
feature which is important to bid- 
ders. Everything in an auction 
should be sold to the highest bid- 
der regardless of the amount un- 
less a Reserve Bid is shown in the 
description of the lot. We adopted 
this policy a long time ago and I 
must admit that we have lost some 
important precancels because we 
refused to hold them back if’ a 
stipulated amount .was not bid. 
This occurred when the suggested 
Reserve was higher than could be 
considered reasonable. 
ADVANCE INFORMATION. 
When we were in New York, a cer- 
tain collector wanted to bid on cer- 
tain lots but he wanted to know 
what the high bid was before he, 
entered his bids. He couldn’t un- 
derstand why I wouldn’t tell him 
because, as he said, auctioneers of 
regular postage always ‘“‘cooper- 
ated’’ with him. He was very un- 








happy. In fairness to all bidders 
no information should be given in 
advance of closing date. 

BID ANYTHING YOU WANT. 
Ever since I can remember we 
have used that sentence some- 
where in each auction catalog. I do 
it because I think it’s good busi- 
ness. A “‘first’’ bidder may want 
to try bidding but would prefer to 
feel his way along for which he 
can’t be blamed. Accordingly he 
may submit low bids such as .03, 
05, .08, .10 for stamps which will 
sell for 50 cents or more. And he 
may get a few at his bids because 
of being the only bidder or in com- 
petition with a bidder who has 
ideas like his. 

I have learned that if a stamp 
has only one or two such bids, it 
isn’t worth any more than that and 
it should be sold for it isn’t likely 
it will sell to anyone for more. It 
is better to sell a stamp for a 
nickel than to have it laying in a 
stock book where it does no one 
any good. 

In preparing the list of lots in 
an auction I believe the auctioneer 
should leave no doubt about the 
terms at which the lots are sold. I 
think most Precancel auctions 
have adopted this policy. I never 
cared for the expression that lots 
will be sold to the highest bidder 
at « “‘slight advance’? over the 
second high bid. I believe the bid- 
der would much prefer to know ex- 
actly what the ‘“‘slight advance’ 
is and for that reason we show in 
the list that the ‘‘advance”’ is .05 
(to 50 cents), .10 (to $2.00) and 10 
percent (over $2.00). 

PRICES REALIZED FOR POP- 
ULAR PRECANCELS. For quite a 
spell we gave a list on the front 
of our auction catalogs, the names 
of the most popular precancels in 
our previous sale, and the prices 
at which they sold. I thought this 
was interesting to collectors and 
learned that it was—to most. But 
one day I received a blistering let- 
ter in which my correspondent ac- 
cused me of playing up “high 
prices’ so that he, with a moder- 
ate pocket book, wouldn’t have a 
chance if I or another auctioneer 
listed the same stamp in a later 
sale. Well, I said to myself, ‘‘you 
can’t win’’ so I stopped the prac- 
tice for fear there may be others 
who feel the same way. Howev- 
er, once in a while I list such 
stamps principally because I have 
had inquiries as to why it was 
stopped. 

I could go on indefinitely about 
precancel auction policies or how 
Precancel auctions differ from oth- 
ers. Carl Rueth, in his U. S. Notes 
in Linn’s recently referred to 
some auctioneers as ‘‘cat and dog 
outfits’, Cat and doggers are the 
auctioneers who, he said, tell you 
what you should bid in order to get 
consideration, or who, lacking de- 
sirable material, try to sell in auc- 
tion a lot of dead wood resting in 
their stock books. That is some- 
thing which pzecancel collectors do 
not have to fear for I’m pretty 
sure no precancel auctioneer wants 
to sell a stamp or a lot of stamps 
for more than it or they are worth 
whether it be for five cents or five 
dollars.

NEW ZEALAND. Due to a short- 
age of George VI one penny 
stamps and, as the new Elizabeth 
stamps were not ready, New Zea- 
land overprinted a quantity of the 
% penny stamps, to one penny. 
The new Queen stamps will not be 
ready until some time in 1954. 

AUSTRALIA. The 3 _ pence 
stamp to mark the centenary of 
Tasmanian stamps (which were 
inscribed VAN DIEMAN’S LAND) 
has been released and will be on 
sale for approximately one month 
only. Tasmania has been one of 
the six states of the Australian 
Commonwealth since January 
1901. 

ROYAL VISIT. The forthcom- 
ing Royal Visit stamps should not 
be overlooked. The total face val- 
ue is low and the seven Crown 
Colonies have announced that 
these stamps will be placed on 
sale on the day that the Royal vis- 
itors arrive and will remain on 
sale for one week only. New Zea- 
land will issue two stamps for the 
visit on December 9 but have not 
placed any time limit on sale of 
same. The two values will be 
pence and 4 pence. 

CORONATIONS. About the time 
that the Elizabeth Corona- 
tion stamps were released, this 
column mentioned that the scarc- 
est were, South West Africa and 
Southern Rhodesia. When it was 
announced that only 124,000 of the 
Southern Rhodesia stamp was is- 
sued, this stamp advanced in 
price. This figure of 124,000 gov- 
erns the total number of complete 
sets, mint or used, that can exist. 
The complete sets of 106 stamps 
have advanced and are due for 
much higher prices. 

GREAT BRITAIN. Great Bri- 
tain has issued Elizabeth stamps 
of 42d, 1d, 1%d, 2d, 244d, 5d, 8d 
and one shilling, all of which were 
also overprinted for various agen- 
cies. Just added to this list are 
4d, 1/3 and 1/6, which likewise are 
also overprinted for agencies. 

TONGA. In a recent chatter, I 
questioned the need by Tonga for 
a 10 shilling and a Pound stamp 
as not being required for postal 
needs. I mentioned that of the to- 
tal population of 44,448, there were 
43,286 Tongans who probably have 
little, if any, use for postage 
stamps. This may have been a lit- 
tle unkind to the native Tongans. 

I have just read a 1950-1951 re- 
port on Tonga from which it ap- 
pears that they are a very liter- 
ate community with very fine free 
schools, hospitals, and free medi- 
cal services. The taxes are low, 
there is no public debt, and Tonga 
has « substantial surplus. There is 
a poll tax on males over 16 of 32 
shillings a year with exemptions 
for old age and sickness. In consid- 
eration of this tax all Tongans re- 
ceive free education and free med- 
ical benefits. 

There is no residence (huts) tax, 
but an income tax was introduced 
in 1950 and an export tax on copra 
which is their chief product... The 
population in 1951 had increased 
to 49,667 of which 48,460 were 
Tongans,

Much controversy has arisen as 
to how this matter got into the 
mails. Was it deposited at Uni- 
ted Nations post office and tran- 
shipped as is other foreign mails 
to the United States office? If so, 
why does the envelope bear the 
notation ‘Section 34.66 P.L.& R’’. 
just as do the regular U. S. pre- 
cancel covers? 

I got some information on this 
from Le Roy Bishop of Gainesville, 
Fla., who writes: ‘‘I am collecting 
all the U. N. stamps in imprint 
blocks and when I read about the 
precancel put out by them, I wrote 
them and tried to get an imprint 
lock. They “informed they had 
precancelled only enough to fur- 
nish the Columbia University Press 
with what they needed and they 
had no more on hand of any kind. 

So, I wrote the C. U. Press and 
tried to get them to send me some. 
They informed me they had used 
only part of them and had then 
turned them back to the U. } 
who presumably destroyed what 
they had received. I have since 
learned there were 52,000 in the 
original batch...addressed to Politi- 
cal Science Professors....The best 
tip as I see it is to get them from 
a political science professor as they 
are the only people I know of 
who received them’’. 

A very few have been listed i- 
auctions and the prices as I have 
been able to learn them were 
around two dollars per copy. Near- 
ly all the dozen or so copies 
have seen were very closely held 
and not for release by the holders 
who seemed to think that they were 
good property. 

That is the story as I know it to 
date. I have quoted my sources as 
other information obtained else- 
where may well vary from this. 

Note — The cover illustrated is 
not the one described in the first 
of this article. We are indebted 
to Louis Berger of Brooklyn for 
use of the photo for this cut. Also 
plea;e note that the illustrated cov- 
er is one that was returned, and 
got into the hands of collectors 
Out of 52,000, if that was the 
mailing figure, what would the nor- 
mal percentage be of returned 
pieces? How many more of these 
are in the hands of collectors?

1953 Seal Has 
Child Caroler 


The face of a small caroler is 
the design feature of the 1953 
Christmas Seal which is to be 
sold throughout the country from 
November 16 through December. 
The seal carries a number of 
points of interest to collectors in 
addition to the annual change in 
the over-all design. 

The Christmas Seal sale supports 
year-round tuberculosis control 
programs of the 3,000 state and 
local associations affiliated with 
the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion. The Seal is chosen each year 
from designs submitted by prom- 
inent artists and illustrators. 

The 1953 design was the result of 
collaboration between two Chicago- 
ans, Elmer Jacobs and E. Willis 
Jones. Jones, the idea man of the 
team, heads his own design studio 
where his work includes counsel, 
creative planning, production, and 
coordinated design programs. Ja- 
cobs, who executed the design, is 
well known as an advertising art- 
ist and book illustrator. 

The Christmas Seal in four-color 
offset process shows a child wear- 
ing green stocking cap and muff- 
ler, against a white background. 
He holds an open song book in his 
red mittens. The double-barred 
cross, trademark of the NTA, ap- 
pears at ‘he right of the seal in 
red. The copyright mark and the 
letters ‘‘NTA’’ appear in the lower 
left hand corner and the letters 
“U.S.A.” in the lower right. 

Across the top of each sheet of 
100 Christmas Seals is a marginal 
strip carrying in black lettering the 
message: ‘‘Your Tuberculosis As- 
sociation Helps To Keep All Homes 
Safe From Tuberculosis.” 

The colors used in printing the 
1953 Christmas Seal are gold for 
the face, for the word ‘“‘Greetings”’ 
at the top of the Seal, and the 
year ‘1953’’ at the left; red for 
the mittens, the Double-Barred 
Cross, and the face; green for the 
cap and muffler, and black for 
portions of the child’s face, for the 
copyright mark—a ‘‘C” in a circle 
— and the letters ‘‘NTA”’ in the 
lower left and ‘“‘U S A‘ in the 
lower right. 

Sets of seven progressive color 
proofs are available illustrating 
the steps in four-color printing. In 
order, they are (1) gold; (2) red; 
(3) gold and red; (4) green; (5) 
gold, red, and green; (6) black, 
and (7) the complete design. Write 
the National Tuberculosis Ass., 
1790 Broadway, New York 19, N.Y. 

For the fourth consecutive year, 
philatelists will need five ‘‘key 
seals” to‘make a complete set. The 
Christmas Seal is printed by five 
lithographers in various parts of 
the country, and each sheet bears 
the printer’s mark of identification 
on the 56th or key seal, the sixth 
from the left in the sixth horizon- 


tal row. 
_.The_ lithographers and _ their 
identifying marks are: Edwards 


and Deutsch Lithographing Co., 
Chicago, whose mark is “D’’; Eur- 
eka Specialty Printing Co., Scran- 
ton, Pa., ‘“E’’; Fleming-Potter 
Co., Inc., Peoria, Ill., “‘F’’; Stro- 
bridge Lithographing Co., Cincin- 
nati, “‘S’, and the United States 
Printing and Lithographing Co., 
Mineola, N.Y., “U”’. 

Eureka, which produces the pro- 
gressive color proofs, uses a comb 
performation of 12% x 12%. The 
other four lithographers use a ro- 
tary perforation of 12% x 12%. 

The Christmas Seal Sale is con- 


ducted by mail in the 48 states, the 
District of Columbia, Alaska, Ha- 
waii, Puerto Rico, Guam, and 
the Canal Zone. All use the NTA’s 
standard Christmas Seal. 

Of 44 other countries conduct- 
ing Christmas Seal Sales, Canada 
and Bermuda use the NTA Seal 
design. On the Canadian Christmas 
Seal the word “Canada” is sub- 
stituted for ‘‘Greetings’® across 
the top of the seal, and the copy- 
right mark “NTA” and “USA” are 
eliminated. Bermuda retains the 
copyright mark and substitutes the 
word “‘Bermuda’”’ across the bot- 
tom of the Seal, eliminating ‘““NTA” 
and “USA. 





Ryukyu Stamp, Coin 
Check List Published 


A 32-page Checklist of the stamps 
and coins of the Ryukyus has been 
published by the International Ryu- 
kyu Stamp and Coin Society. In 
addition to a comprehensive listing 
of stamps and coins, it also has a 
Chronicle of the Ryukyus, the Per- 
ry American Ryukyu Treaty of 
Friendship, List of Post offices, of- 
ficial releases of the Postal De- 
partment, etc. The material runs 
through 1952 into early 1953. 

This publication is the first phil- 
atelic work on the Ryukyus and 
is intended for specialists. The spe- 
cialists on the editorial board spent 
over two years checking the infor- 
mation at original sources. To the 
hundreds of thousands of people 
who have been in the Islands for 
the last few years, the Checklist 
will be a handy reference. The 
Checklist contains no photographs 
as it is planned to publish them in 
a separate booklet. 

The first edition of this checklist 
consists of only 300 copies, of 
these, a limited number are avail- 
able to the public at $2 each plus 
postage, etc. Orders will be ac- 
cepted after January first by the 
International Ryukyu Stamp and 
Coin Society, Box 9666 Station S, 
Los Angeles 5, Calif. 


Catalog Deals With 
Vatican Exclusively 


A specialized catalog of the 
stamps of Vatican City and Roman 
States has been published by P. 
Ostrow, P. O. Box 121, Elizabeth, 
N. J., in collaboration with Italo 
Pergolesi of Rome. It sells for 
one dollar per copy. 

Orjginally, it had been planned 
to produce the catalog completely 
in English, as indicated by the fore- 
word. Actually the background 
notes on the Roman States are in 
English and the balance of the text 
in Italian, but the catalog is very 
profusely illustrated and very easy 
to follow. Collectors will find an 
additional insert in English to act 
as an introduction to the Vatican 
section. 

The catalog is most comprehen- 
sive, listing not only unused and 
used stamps, but covers, postal sta- 
tionery, errors, varieties and 
proofs. 

The Vatican. section gives the 
date of each issue, names of de- 
signers and engravers, length of 
postal validity, and data on the 
design of each, stamp. It is com- 
plete through the St. Chiara issue 
which appeared on August 12. A 
special section lists special air- 
flights from the Vatican; another 
special section is devoted solely to 
a valuation of first-day and other 
covers.
